SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


The  equalized  valuation  for  next  year  is  $345,517 
and  the  $5  tax  to  be  raised  will  be  $1,727.59. 

The  state  board  of  education  was  able  this  year  to 
grant  additional  aid  to  Chatham  so  that  there  will  be  a 
substantial  balance  at  the  end  of  our  fiscal  year.  This 
money  can  be  spent  for  any  purpose  for  which  the  dis- 
trict wishes  to  use  it.  All  school  houses  should,  of 
course,  be  kept  painted  and  in  good  repair  whether  used 
or  not. 

The  school  at  North  Chatham  was  closed  this  year 
and  the  school  at  Chatham  Center  opened.  The  main- 
tenance of  more  than  three  schools  for  less  than  forty 
pupils  would  not  be  justified,  and  we  were  highly  grati- 
fied that  Miss  Chandler  was  willing  to  take  the  school 
at  the  Center.  It  is  fortunate  that  this  building  meets 
the  requirements  of  the  state  board  of  education.  The 
South  Chatham  building  could  not  be  used  without  ex- 
tensive changes. 

Miss  Flossie  Thurston  after  two  years  at  Green 
Hill  resigned  and  her  place  has  been  filled  acceptably 
by  Miss  Beatrice  Osgood,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Nor- 
mal School. 

The  report  of  medical  inspection  indicates  that 
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many  parents  should  secure  dental  treatment  for  their 
children  before  next  fall.
